/;• Oddly the helmet, the last of. the mediaeval 
armor to disappear from'battle, has been the first 
to come back. ~. "Tin hat&" are now worn by both 
sides la the fighting-llnea and they have saved 
countless lives; for a vast number of head wounds 
were caused by overhead explosions of shrapnel,' 
and even thin steel or Iron deflects the fragments 
of metal that would qtherwlse penetrate the skull. 


German shock troops have supplemented the 


metal helmet with a breastplate not greatly dif- 
ferent from the ancient cuirass, the plato, extend- 
ing over the abdomen, being In four or five parts to 
permit the free bending of the body. Of course no 
armor can permit the freedom of ordinary clothes,

Mediaeval armor was, of course, a cumbersome 


matter, but Charles Poulkea, the curator of the 
armories In the Tower of London, aays that a thin 
steel armor for the modern soldier can lw made as 
light as thirty pounds. In view of the fact that 
about three-fourths of all the wounda that fill hos- 
pital cots are made by comparatively small flying 
fragments thin steel would be extremeiy Kervfce- 
ablo in protecting exposed men-:- Weight Is, Indeed, 
the great question. American fighters have betn 
known to throw off their coats to give themselves 
liberty for the open, active fighting at which they 
excel. 'And no German breastplate can .frustrate 
lunges for the throat, as shown in the picture above. 


Various sorts of detached shields, such as thosfi 


carried by Italian reconnotterlng troops, have been 
used by the Germans, some of them on wheels. 


Experts have been called Into the great gnmn. 


The,Metropolitan Museum, In Now York, and other 
institutions on both Bides of the Atlantic, have 
made suggestions based on scientific study of lilc- 
topical armor. Forty models are said to be at the 
front. But the decision as to actual use naturally 
falls to the fighting chiefs—and In the last analysis

Jn other words, this 
poetical drama Is going to impress the 
critics profoundly, or I miss my guess 
entirely.

mentioned. "Llllth" tells tho story of 
a -quest. It is Alan's quest of happiness. 
Sterling's hero, the Prince Tancred. seeks 
happiness In love. From that high ideal 
he is constantly tempted by

beauty, and in yielding to these templa- 


. tions he betrays those in whom his 


ideal might havo been realized. He be- 
trays his father, he betrays his friend, 
he betrays his wife. 
He brings death 


upon them all, only to find that .Ills 
overpowering temptation Jinj betrayed 
him in turn. But finally, after ycars'of 
repentance, he is asked to betray his 
own soul, and this final temptation h- 
is strong enough to resist.

a dramatic poem of great beauty. The 
lines are of beautiful blank ver.se, uml 
the lyrics inter.<pi>r.,&] .throughout aro 
of exquisite beauty. This work marks

The Paris 'Orchestra, one of the 


most famous musical- organizations 
in the world, Is to begin Its tour of. 
America next month and will play 
in Oakland. 
The concert will bo 


given at the T. & D. theater, the 
Municipal Auditorium theater hav- 
ing been considered Ili'st, but aban- 
doned because of the greater seat- 
ing capacity of the motion picture 
theater. 


This war Itl 
renowned organiza- 


tion, which is making a tour outside 
of France for the first time in its 
history, comes to the United States 
by special arrangement between the 
American and French governments, 
It is hoped that the tour will serve 
to increase the feeling of solidarity 
between the French and the Amer- 
icans, and that the potency of music 
will give this feeling a depth of sen- 
timent not entertained heretofore. 


The tour Is being managed In part 


by the French societies in the United 
.States. 
Proceeds from the concerts 


will be devoted to war charities. 


Andre Messager is the leader of

In our Larger cities the newspapers 
are filled with so-called blind advertise,- 
rnenta of owners who "must get out of 
town" or "go to war," 
or which give 


Aume such excuse for selling. Tho buyer 
sho'uld bo very careful of the greater 
number o£ theso because they are sim- 
ply poor propositions .handled 
for 
tho 


dealer by some person who is supposed 
to bo the owner. Thp very best place to 
select for looking over used cars is tho 
salesroom of Borne reputable dealer on 
motor row or In the -automobile section 
of the city. If you are Interested. 1n a 
used Hudson, go to the. Hudson dealer; 
In a •HupmoMle. go to the dealer In that 
car. 
In this way you are sure at least 


of gett!ng-a car that has been put In 
shape properly and not "Jobbed up" for 
a sale.

DRIVE . IT YOURSELF. 


In order to determine the fitness of a 


used car you will have to drive It your- 
self to Bee whether thero Is undue play 
in the power transmission system. . A 
bad clutch or a worn transmission can 
be "overcome" by good driving, and the 
demonstrators usually are very good nt 
covering up such spots. Brakes should 
bo tested BO that a rellnlns Job Is not 
necessary tho first week you havo the 
car. 


If possible open tho drain plugs of tho 


transmission and rear oxlo and see If 
any oil or thinned grease runs out. 
Often a bad Eot of gears or even gears 
with broken teeth can be mado noise- 
less for a short run by packing tho case 
with heavy grease.

During ihe time that he was on the 


bench it was the playful habitof a certain class of 
San Francisco youth to stone, mob and variously 
annoy Chinamen. Judge Loudcrback's American 
sense of justice severely disapproved of such acts. 
The youths who indulged in such playfulness gen- 
erally went dressed in stiff, straight-brimmed 
hats, sack coats with wide braid, and trousers that 
were skin tight till they reached the boot,' when 
ihey flared like a bell. 
One of the traditions of 


the time was that when Judge Louderback had 
one of these up on a charge;of harrying Chinamen 
he would peer over his desk-an'd;get a locus' on the 
trousers of the accused, and if they flared at :tho'; 
bottom an alibi was impossible and he had to take 
his medicine. Judge Louderback was one of the 
few remaining original members of the Society of 
California Pioneers. He was very fond of recount- 
ing the old days. Coming here in 1S49, and being 
nine years old when he arrived, he was contempo- 
raneous with and remembered many of the stirring 
.scenes that characterized the State's early history. 
He joined the coterie of pioneers that took part in 
the recent ceremonies incident to the replacing of 
the tablet that marks the location of Fort Gtmn'y-

Two stories arc 
being added, which will be rented. The remainder 
of the large structure will be occupied by the vari- 
ous J. D. and A. B. Spreckels companies, which nre 
many and run the gamut from .steamship lines lo 
sugar refineries.

The Wells Fargo 
Nevada National Bank is reconstructing the third 
and eighth floors of its building at Montgomery 
and Market. One of the floors will be utilized by 
the employees for recreation and other purposes. 
This is a trend-that the physical training result- 
ing from, military activities seems to be responsi- 
ble for. It is becoming more and more the prac- 
tice for large concerns to make such provisions for 
their employees^ Among other impending im- 
provements downtown is an addition of two stor- 
ies to W. T. Sesnon's building at Battery and 
Union at a cost of §30,000, and a three-story 
building on Drumm, near Sacramento.

Rumor About Hetch Hetchy 


There are rumors and giving in rumors. 
Often 


it isn't worth while considering them, much less 
giving them currency. But one has overtaken me 
that claims some attention. It is to the effect that 
the Federal government may take over the Hatch j 
Hetchy project. I haven't found anybody to con- 
firm it, though I have found several who.have en- 
countered it. 
One premise has been suggested— 


that Senator Phelan, Secretary of the 'Interior 
Lane and Mayor Rolph are to such an extent com- 
mitted to it that they are trying to shunt it on 
the Federal government. This explanation isn't 
impressive to me, and no hypothesis is entirely sat- 
isfactory. But it is feared that the cost will be 
much greater than the original estimates, or than 
the city can stand, and that the time required in 
its construction will exceed that at first set. The 
increased cost is due to war disturbance,-which 
has boosted material and price of labor, and could 
not have been foreseen. There may have been an 
underestimate of the time required to complete tho 
work. 
Canard About Camp Fremont 


Just how the story got around and was so prom- 


inently published that Camp Fremont was to be 
abandoned I have been unable to ascertain. The 
fact that the camp has never seemed to be in favor 
with the military, has never been utilized to its 
capacity, and has never assumed as much import- 
ance as almost every other camp in the United 
States—facts that are well known and have been 
extensively discussed—led to ready credence beiug 
given the rumor. And, indeed, it is not certain yet 
that there is not some truth in the story. It is not 
probable that the camp will be totally abandoned ; 
but the next thing to it would be th'e further 
.slighting of it, and the diversion of troops to other 
camps that should naturally come here. We hear 
very much more of Camp Lewis and CampKearny 
than we do of Camp Fremont, notwithstanding 
that the latter is nearer a larger city than cither 
of the others, and is more centrally located as lo 
big areas of population. 
Payne's Financial Collapse 


News of the financial collapse of Herbert Payne 


doesn't astonish anybody here. 
If surprise was 


felt at a)l it was that such catastrophe had not 
occurred sooner. I note.among the assets 22-12 
.shares preferred nnd .11,428 common stock of thei 


Natural Color'Film Corporation. 
This was the 


big tiling that was to make fortunes right and left. 
It was formed in those'days when film enterprises 
were so much exploited in the dramatic and gos- 
sipy papers as invariable gold mines. This venture 
was located in Mariu, and had an immense advan- 
tage from the natural surroundings, as was ex- 
plained in the business of placing its shares. The 
troops of performers who did daring stunts, or 
were said to, and their going and coming, were 
very much in eviddnce, but film's were not, and the 
enterprise blew up in due time. Another asset 
was 19,000 shares of the Victory Gum Corpora- 
tion, a form of security that would have made the 
hardhead forbear of the dashing financier gasp in 
his day. 
Marriage of a Scion 


Not much attention was attracted by the recent 


marriage of Jesse R. Grant, son of the famous 
American. The bride was a Mrs. Lillian Burns 
Wilkins, whose first husband was a Hollander. 
The ages appeared on the marriage license as 00 
and 41 for the groom and bride respectively. Grant 
was just 21 when be married Miss Elizabeth Chap- 
man, daughter of W. S. Chapman, a real estate 
operator of this city. She was a sister of the hue 
John E. Mason of Ahuneda, and for some time they 
were residents of that city. Some four years ago 
they were divorced, the decree being secured in 
Nevada. The present Mrs. Grant is a member of 
a distinguished family of colonial record, several 
of her ancestors having been identified with the 
United States navy. She is wealthy, having a 
home on the Hudson and a bungalow in Florida. 
Grant's home is at the National Democratic Club,, 
New'York, a fact in itself that is interesting in 
disclosing a member of this celebrated family who 
is a Democrat—said to be the only one. 
Baseball's Prospects 
, There is talk all over the country about baseball 
—how it is likely to emerge when things reassume 
normality. In the Saturday Evening Post of last 
week the subject is taken up, and the trend of the 
discussion is that ball is likely to undergo" a re- 
organization on lines that will at least mitigate 
its commercialism. -The threatened strike of the 
players in the world series appears to be the thing 
that has stirred up the discussion. But for the last 
three or four years the game has been in decline, 
.iii the East as well as on the Pacific coast The 
squabbles among players, among managers, the 
bickerings with umpires, the tricks of those who 
attempt to deceive the public as to proprietorships 
of clubs, have all operated to dull the interest of a 
public .which was inclined 'to regard the game a? 

The club in this city 
has several times changed hands, but the consider- 
ation always has been stage money. It is under- 
stood to be still the real property of those who 
owned it a dozen years ago. It is not the idea that 
ball will lose its bold, but that it will take on 
something of the status of football and those 
games that are played solely from love of clean 
sport. 
Railroad Grumbling 


There is perturbation among the big stockhold- 


ers and bead men of the Western Pacific Railroad 
over what is transpiring in the process of combin- 
ing it for operating purposes with the Southern 
Pacific. Normally the Western Pacific is a direct 
competitor of the Southern Pacific as to that di- 
vision which used to be the Central Pacific. It ia 
claimed that the consolidation under the gov- 
ernment, having been placed in the hands of 
Southern Pacific people, is being worked around 
so that when the lines are unscrambled the West- 
ern Pacific will have had some interesting experi- 
ence and the Southern Pacific willhave the traffic 
advantage. Whether there is anything in this or 
not, Western Pacific people are raising a consider- 
able rumpus over the prospect. Superintendent 
Levey was expe,cted during the week. It is doped 
that he will become the receiver of the Denver & 
Rio Grande, which was dragged into insolvency 
through guaranteeing securities for the Western 
Pacific. 
It is the irony of fate that the Western 


Pacific .should emerge so triumphant from the 
cataclysm of an insolvency which catches the Den- 
ver & Ro Grande in its tentacles through coming 
to its dependent's assistance. 
Forgot About State Convention 


An SOS was sent out late Monday night for a 


meeting in the courtroom of Superior Judge 
Mogan. It had been discovered that no delegates 
had been provided to represent the Democracy of 
the city at the State Convention which was to 
meet at Sacramento on Tuesday. The failure of 
the local committee to function and the necessity 
of the special meeting were due to a lapse of mcru- 
orv on the part of Louis H. Mooscr Jr. of the Fed- 
eral brigade. It seems that at the last meeting of 
the committee, September 10, Mooser bad in his 
pocket a resolution providing for the appointment 
of delegates, bvit forgot about it and the matter 
was left unattended to. When the hosts from 
other parts of the State gathered at the state capi- 
tal and began to count noses, a big hiatus was ob- 
served as to San Francisco. The wire was rn 
quisitioned and the telephone was brought into 
piny. 
The hurried meeting resulted. At about 


midnight Ihe necessary number to legally repre- 
sent the city Were rounder! up aud the day was

Booth's campaign against lliram 
Johnson was not impressive,-but it is figured out 
that 1920 will be the psychological time for a 
Southern Californian. The campaign two years 
ago was not made on telling lines in this section 
of the State, Booth's friends, explain. The im- 
pression somehow got abroad here that be was a 
tenderfoot, at least a comparative recent arrival 
from the East. It is a fact that some Californiaus 
are not attracted to a candidate who is thus new 
upon the .scene. The mistake consisted- in not 
blazoning it forth as a part of the campaign tactics 
that he is a genuine California product It is be- 
lieved that bad this been done, together with 
the further fact that he was educated in the bay 
region, lie would have run much, stronger here. 
Care i.s to be taken to have such facts more thor- 
oughly stated in the next campaign. 
Early Symphony 


In looking up symphonies and invest igating tiie 


history of these musical enterprises in San Fran- 
cisco I was surprised to find (hat the father of 
Supervisor Schmitz conducted the first symphony 
ever played here. That was in the very early fif- 
ties. And there is testimony that the performance 
was highly creditable. At first it may seem singu- 
lar that in a raw town, as this must have been at 
that time, such an ambitious musical performance . 
could have been given; but there is aboundant tes- 
timony that not only was there a plethora of high- 
class musicians, but many highly educated in other 
professions. 
They were all drawn by the same 


rnaguet, which was gold, and thus was assembled 
perhaps a higher professional class than Avas to be 
found in older communities. The elder Schmitz 
was the first conductor of the orchestra of the old 
Metropolitan theater, being succeeded by Rudolph 
Herold Sr., who likewise was a noted symphony 
conductor in bis day. 
San Francisco Fortunate 


San Francisco may be lucky in escaping the agi- 


tations that have threatened to disrupt symphony 
organizations in other cities. We have read of the 
troubles in Boston, whose great organization is in 
throes through the internment of Dr. Muck, its 
conductor, and the withdrawal of the support of 
Colonel Higginsou; of the requirement that all of 
the Chicago-performers should become. American 
citizens; of the ructions in the symphony organiza- 
tions of Cinncinnati, Detroit and Minneapolis 
along .similar lines, and conclude that the temper 
of the public here is different. Either we are com- 
plaisaut or we are not enough interested in sym- 
phony'at this time to pay attention. There is some 
warrant for adopting the latter hypothesis, for 
very recently it required almost a surgical opera- 
tion to separate an enemy alien from a musical job 
supported by public taxation. We are not as sen- 
sitive as they appear to be in the East over this 
question, though the conditions here arc very sim- 
ilar.

Symphony Discords Elsewhere 


The New York Musical Courier has taken ac- 


count of the troubles that seem to be working in 
£o many other cities. Jn an editorial headed 
'•'Clean Up" it discusses the recent government 
charges preferred against several members of the 
Chicago orchestra, and suggests to the board of 
directors of that organization that they weed out 
their pro-Gorman players. A critic of that city 
demanded to know why "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" was beiug played by the orchestra with it* 
members seated. The charge was madcjb.at Bruno 
Stcindei, principal cellist, was often seen speaking 
and joking with his colleagues while "Star Span- 
gled Banner'' was being played. Though Steindel 
is one of the best orchestral cellists, the Musical 
Courier demands his removal from the orchestra 
"as a rigid example." Which brings us home 
again. The thing that seems to surprise music 
circles elsewhere is the fact that nothing of the 
kind is happening here when as far as can be seen 
conditions are more favorable for their happening 
than elsewhere. 
Ducks Versus Rice 


There is open warfare between the rice growers 


and the Fish and Game Commission over the 
ducks. Some of the observations of some of tli3 
antagonistic parties that have got into print have 
resulted in fiery correspondence, and the gage is 
thrown down for a fight to a finish in the legisla- 
ture. One thing that particularly irritates the rice 
growers is the habitual reference to the depreda- 
tions of the clucks as the "alleged" damage. ,Ricc 
men say there can be no doubt of the damage; and 
some say that if the ducks go unrestrained it will 
be practically impossible to continue rice growing 
in California. Already there is a visible increase 
in the number of. waterfowl, as rice, growing in 
water, is a most enticing habitat/for them, and at- 
tracts them from everywhere up and down the 
coast. Undoubtedly one of the big matters to en- 
gage the attention of the next Legislature will be 
the game laws. But even if State laws are amend- 
ed, national laws and international treaties may 
prevent anything serious being done to ducks.

Just as soon as the rain gave indi- 
cation of keeping up and develop- 
ing Into more than a mfcower Com- 
missioner Boulberger bogan a tour 
of AJamoda. county to sea what could 
b« done and what might be tha re- 
sult. This tonr continued into the 
week Just post aod included a sur- 
vey of the entire ultuation. The re- 
ExiH was that 
the 
commissioner 
found more net benoflt than 
net 
lae», 


"On {ho whole, Alamoda county 
and the entire Eastbay district has 
benefited by the rain," said 
Com- 


missioner 
Soulberger. 
"In 
some 
cai-ea there )ioa boon damage, but 
the benefit tzr exceeds any loss. 
"The benefit will oome from the 
fact that the soil has been thor- 
oughly drenched and will permit an 
early plowing that will turn under a 
lot of weeds and surface accumula- 
tions, and throw the subsoil up to 
tho air. Plowing has not been sat- 
isfactory for the last two years, but 
there has been rain enough now to 
permit a thorough plowing- at once. 
This will result In such-benefit to 
the crops of next year that any loss 
at tho present time would scarcely 
be a drop in the bucket. With just 
.ordinary rain this winter the crops 
next year ought to bo tho largest 
ever grown. 


"There has been some loss around 


Llvermoro and {he Mission In grapes, 
but tho lore was mostly in the table 
varieties and there are not 
many 
table grapes grown in this section. 
The .rain also caught prunes, and we 
had some loss here. 
Other fruits 
were almost wholly In, and whore 
they wtsre out It was duo to neglect 
and the grower's deserved loss. Of 
course, sections of tho etato 
that 
produce table grapes, 
and prunes 


will feel the damage more than this 
•section.
